Change of Feed Does blot Appear te 
Affect Percentage of Butter 
Fat 

The best dairy cows, as a ruls, car¬ 
ry but little surplus flesh, and con¬ 
sequently art unable to stand the ex¬ 
posure to cold as the beef animals do. 
so they must ba warmly stabled to 
give the beat results. If a large part 
of the feed supplied to a dairy cow 
has to bs used for heat production 
there Is but a small amouut available 
for milk production. It will probably 
pay much better to heat very colld 
water, bringing it up to somewhere 
near body temperature, by the use of 
a rough, cheap fuel, than it will to 
have the cow whrm the water sup¬ 
plied her by the consumption of valu¬ 
able foodstuffs.

Molasses for Horsts 


Has a Tonical as Well *• Food Veluo 
for romeetie Animals 

Molasses has a condlmental value 
which should be taken Into considera¬ 
tion when compounding rations for 
livestock. It It relished by both horses 
end cattle win fed In connection 
with other feeds, and the Increased 
pelaiaballty of the ration will Increase 
consumption and stimulate digestion 
and assimilation of all the feeds ion 
letnc't In tho ration 

For horses, molasses lies a pecu¬ 
liar value, often being prescribed by 
veterinarians for cases of. chronic 
cough or other diseases of the respir¬ 
atory organs. The amount fed should 
depend upon the other feeds being 
used and the relative coats of nutri¬ 
ents contained In seine. Horses hive 
ben fed as high as 16 pounds of mo- 
lass'-s per day where this was a cheap 
factor In tho ration, but under ordin¬ 
ary conditions, from l»u to IkVM 
poiiuds per day should be considered 
the maximum amount of tills fopf 
which can be profitably used, and In 
moat raice a smaller allowance will 
prove mors economical. 

Tlie usual method of feeding to the 
horse* and rattle is to dilute with wi 
ter and sprinkle over the forage; used 
in this way a small quantity of forage 
la made more palatable, and will he 
consumed more closely end profitably. 
For hogs even a small quantity of 
molasses mixed In the slop will In 
crease the pslstabillty of the feed to 
a mark»d decree. 

Aside from Ita use ts an appetizer 
end condiment, the amount of mo¬ 
lasses used iu the istlon should t!e- 
pi nd upon Its relative cost as com 
pared with other feeds. It having a 
food value approxiniatfhg that of 
corn, as Indicated by chemical analy¬ 
sts.

Do Potatoes "Run Out?'’ 

H. T. Guasow. botanist of the Cen¬ 
tral Experimental Farm. Ottawa, un¬ 
dertakes to answer the question of 
potatoes "running out" la brief bis 
assertion Is that, given proper condi¬ 
tions. potatoes should not run out. 
Thera Is, however, he says, no doubt 
that In certain localities, either be¬ 
cause of soil or climatic conditions, 
potatoes will lose their vigor If grown 
there year after year. Ottawa la one 
locality In which this does occur A* 
a remedy a change of seed from sec¬ 
tions where stirh deterioration does 
not io readily occur Is recommended. 

Much of tne deterioration geaer 
ally complained of la. there !e good 
reason for saying, not so much due to 
climatic or soil conditions as to tb# 
unwise method used in selecting seed 
The common practice with many 
farmers la to use tha smaller tubers 
for this purpose If a like practice 
were followed with grain everybody 
knows what would follow. The same 
natural law that applies to grain ap¬ 
plies also to potatoes. In aolectlng 
potatoes for seed It should be the in¬ 
variable practice to select Uie beet 
apccimcos from the best hills.
